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THE DEMOCRATIC NOMINEE 
Considered from the standpoint of fit- 


ness and ability, the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the presidency, John "W. Davis, 
of West Virginia, was as good a selection 
as could have been made from the list be- 
fore the convention. His Tote-getting 
qualities are another matter, and his per- 
sonal strength remains to be disclosed. 
Mr. Davis is little known by the rank and 
file, but he can make himself known if he 
is gifted that way. 


The nominee is in the prime of life and 


has had large experience in public affairs, 
having been a member of congress and 
ambassador to Great Britain during the 
administration of "VToodrow "Wilson. Al- 
though not conspicuous, he was still a 
forceful figure in diplomacy. He, there- 
fore, has considerable knowledge of gov- 
ernment and its problems by direct con- 
tact. 'As a lawyer he is rated one of the 
best in the country. "While he is adver- 
tised by his critics as a corporation law- 
yer, this is largely a political appella- 
tion. He has handled some notable cases 
for labor, and won some important vic- 
tories for it in the courts. 
Corporation 


practice is nothing against him, although 
it may be hard to convince the proletariat 
of the fact. It will, of course, be used 
to discredit his candidacy. 


The greatest handicap Mr. Davis will 


have to overcome is the party that nom- 
inated him. The people long hare ap- 
proached Democratic offerings to run the 
government with misgiving. 
The party 


has been swept into power the few times 
it has elected a president since the Civil 
war by revulsion against Republican mis- 
rule, coupled with outstanding eminence 
of its nominee. It has been too much a 
party of negation and not of positive pro- 
gram. 
This year it faced another op- 


portunity to return to power through the 
mistakes and disrepute of its adversary. 
Much, of this advantage was lost by reas- 
on of the strong ticket put tip by the Re- 
publicans. More of it has been forfeited 
by the bitter sectional, factional and per- 
sonal fighting at New York, which final- 
ly made of the convention a great politi- 
cal farce. A dry south could not get on 
with a wet east, and a Klan middlewest 
was equally at loggerheads with an anti- 
Elan east. The breach is a severe one. 
It has reduced the confidence of the coun- 
try in the party as a whole, and while 
we think the broken parts will be pretty 
well amalgamated among those of strong 
party feeling, the country is far from en- 
thusiastic. 


As a prediction, we should say that 


Mr. Follette's candidacy will hurt the 
Democrats more than the Republicans, 
although theoretically it should be tfie 
reverse. Mr. Davis faces an uphill fight, 
and if he is the fighter he is reputed to 
be he will have plenty to engage his tal- 
ents the next three months. 


because he is a Republican, which'he is 
not. 


.The distinction drawn by the Michi- 


gan senator between a complete and in- 
complete indorsement of ticket and plat- 
form is somewhat novel. It would have 
been a clever invention coming from Mr. 
*La Follette. Mr. Couzens is too techni- 
cal or too conscientious, we do not know 
which. 
Mr. Shipstead is another of 


those athletic politicians, who, like our 
own fighting Bob, would never stop to re- 
duce the political lexicology to such nice- 
ties. They run on the ticket and damn 
it in toto, platform, nominee and all. 


Mr. Couzens' attitude raises a new 


question. 
Should a candidate who does 


not subscribe to all that politicians in con- 
vention assembled dictate, all that a nom- 
inee advocates and all that an administra- 
tion is guilty of, present his bill of excep- 
tions in advance, or is it good form to get 
back of everything in the campaign with 
the foreknowledge that he will exhibit in- 
dependence when he gets in office? It is 
a point of ethics that has never disturbed 
either the people or the politicians much 
in the past. 


Mr. Couzens' declaration that he con- 


siders his soul his own and will not sub- 
mit to the tyranny of politicians listens 
well, and he has shown that he can carry 
it out. If, however, the doctrine is to 
stand, what is to become of party govern- 
ment? Pretty soon all of the candidates 
will be saying what they are doing, and 
that will make it awkward to the high 
moguls who take unto themselves party 
destiny. 
Mr. Couzens is far from regu- 


lar, that much will be admitted. 
But if 


he is going to support.Mr. Coolidge in 
part and oppose him in part, which part 
does he wish to prevail? 


MR. COUZENS AND PARTY 


Senator Couzens of Michigan has again 


projected himself into the limelight by 
refusing to give his "full" indorsement 
to President Coolidge and the Republican 
platform. 
Nevertheless, he aspires to 


election on the Republican ticket. If 
Michigan Republicans are as careless of 
party regularity and consistency of their 
nominees as are the Republicans of Wis- 
consin, they will not bother about a lit- 
tle matter like this. 
They will elect 


Mr. Couzens because he is Couzens. just 
as "Wisconsin elect* La Fouettej and not 


es. 
But equality goes with liberty, 
worth remembering.

EQUALITY WITH LIBERTY 


President Henry Smith. Pritchett of 


the Carnegie foundation for the advance- 
ment of teaching makes an interesting dis- 
tinction between liberty and equality. 
The strong sentiment -n-hich Patrick Hen- 
ry described in his famous exclamation, 
"Give me liberty or give me death," 
seems at present to be dead or sleeping. 
The past half-century has been notable, 
says Dr. Pritchett, for progress in inven- 
tions and astounding physical and mental 
changes have been, brought about. "But 
far beyond all these developments," in his 
opinion, "far more profoundly affecting 
the happiness and fruitfulness of the peo- 
ple of our country is that slow, unseen 
exchange, by which the ideal human lib- 
erty has been displaced as a moving force 
in the thoughts of men. In the place of 
it has been substituted the notion of an 
artificial, restricted equality of men to be 
brought about by the arbitrary processes 
of governmental authority. 


That is a good illustration of the dis- 


tinction, rather, the difference, between 
equality built up arbitrarily and artificial- 
ly by law and equality created out of lib- 
erty. 
Substantially, Dr. Pritchett ex- 


plains that it is impossible to have liberty 
through a system of law-established equal- 
ity. Equality is attained by liberty. Lib- 
erty itself is equality. Therefore, it is the 
fact of freedom that we should value. 
It 


is sufficient for individuals to have the 
greatest latitude in liberty, for liberty 
establishes the conditions and offers the 
opportunities for prosperity and happi- 
ness, and these benefits produce that 
equality which raises the average of merit 
among the people. 
, Dr. Pritchett knows that the spirit of 
liberty is not dead in the United States, 
but it is necessary to use some rhetoric in 
order to show that the spirit is clouded 
to some extent by erroneous interferenc- 


Liberty does not go with equality.

o take. Probably there are few healthy folks who 
hate to take exercise more than I do, but I have a 
bone feeling that by whipping and driving myself to 
ake the exercise I need I manage to keep on the 
bright side of the shadowy borderland between 
health and unhealth,

One reason why many people who sorely need 


•six miles of oxygen, under their own power do not 
get it is because they think they can't without chaf- 
ng. sweating, and acquiring blisters and 
every- 


hing. For such I would suggest a few foot rules. 


For walking it Is better to wear thick soft stock- 


ngs. preferably wool under the feet, not thin silk. 
Isle or cotton. The wool is a softer covering and 
pad which acts as a kind of shock absorber, saving 
:he skin of the soles from excessive friction and 
pressure. Some experienced walkers find that cork 
nsoles serve this purpose very well. But in gener- 
al thick soft woolen socks or stockings with such 
feet are advisable for walking. 
If you are going 


n ."or long walks it is wise to carry an extra pair 
of socks and change in the middle of the day. 


A reader offered an excellent suggestion for the 


care of the feet. He found that the liberal use of 
common talcum powder such as is used in tire cas- 
ng. tends to keep the feet cool and to prevent ex- 
cessive sweating, which he thought was in part due 
o excessive friction, and this the talcum overcame. 


"When the feet sweat too much it is well to lay 


n a stock of plain talcum or talcum and boric acid 
combined, and also a small sprinkler box of salicyl- 
c acid over that, every day or two. 


Of course it Is necessary to wear shoes which 


do not constrict or restrict the feet. Women suffer 
most from tight, narrow shoes, and in some cases 
from high narrow heels, which simply can't be 
worn for walking. Men sometimes err on the side 
of having the shoes too large. 


The soles should be heavy enough to prevent the 


.mpresslons of pebbles or other irregularities from 
going through to the feet. Low cut shoes (oxfords 
or sandals) are preferable if the nature of the 
ground to be covered Is favorable. High shoes are 
setter if you are to walk through rough ground. 
High shoes, however, should not constrict the ankle 
or insteps. 
Sedentary people -who contemplate a course of 


oxygen on the hoof should train for It by smaller 
doses at the beginning, a mile or two a day. and 
gradually extend: the distance from week to week 
as the conditions of the feet and general fitness per- 
mit.An adfclt In even fair fighting trim, that Is, In 
physical condition to put up a good argument with 
pneumonia or appendicitis or any such emergency 
Ust, ou»ht to b* able to do a. five mile walk any 
dav without feeling fatigue or soreness afterward.

Take about five, grains 
of either, dissolved in not less than a glassful of 
water after meals regularly two or three times a 
day for several weeks or throughout the hay fever 
season. In most such cases there is a. calcium def- 
icit in the blood. In many cases there is some fault 
In the assimilation of calcium, and this fault is over- 
come by a very small dose of parathyroid or thyroid 
substance every day or two in conjunction with the 
calcium chlorid or calcium lactate treatment.

The improved model has an ad- 


justable drag, an entirely new feat- 
ure, and provides action 
that

smooth and capable of such fine ad- 
justment that thumbing can be dis- 
pensed with if the angler so desires. 
Then another feature 
is the 
line 


guard which keeps the line upon the 
epool which heretofore has been one 
of tho drawbacks of this reel, be- 
cause a stiff, hard braided line would 
usually coil loosely on tho spool and 
come off.
